Gift Recognizes McGill's 
Contribution to Scientific 
. Research 



A bequest of $40.000 for the chair 
o'. Gencticr is being given to M;:- 
G;l. under the will of the late Jur.r. 
W. Molson. :'. was ar.nouriced at a 
meeting of the Senate Wednesday 
night. 

Tne gift, which is in recognition 
of the contribution that the science 
of genetics is making in the solu- 
tion of important biological prob- 
lems, will be used toward the 
partial endowment of the chair of 
Genetics to be known as the Jc^ 
and Anne Molson chair. The pro- 
fessorship is now held by Profes- 
sor C. Leonard Huskins. 

During the past ten years, the de- 
partment has conducted research 
on such widely varied subjects as 
cancer and the spruce saw fly, an 
importation from JSuropc which has 
ravagc-c large Canadian forest areas.

The report was signed by Angus 1. 
MacLellan and I. Lorne Bell. 

"In 1937 our delegates came back 
from a conference at Winnipeg 
■A-hcre the founding of the Canadian 
Student Assembly look place. They 
were filled with enthusiasm that 
there had been established a na- 
tional body for forum discussion on 
problems facing Canadian Univer- 
sity students." 

"In 1939 we were delegated by 
the StudenU' Union of Mt, AllLson 
University to attend a similar con- 
ference with the above Ideals in 
m.nd. During the two ycnr.s that 
have p;i.s.sed since the lii.sl cniifer- 
i.'nce a slarlliiiK '-hanxi; h.-i.s t.nken 
place in the setup of tho C.S.A To 
us it represent a radical hwly 
whose mAin aim is to spread agita- 
tion among the University sludcnla 
of Canada, to achieve an aim which 
v.'iil br revealed during the course 
of lliiA siinrl report. 

"From the first it was apparent 
that a body of students were In 
control whose purjKMc was to swing 
the discussions away from Ihc Icgl- 
timale problem.s 0/ Canadian Uni- 
versity stiidenLs In il di.M.-ii.'-AjiiM of 
Canada's War Kfforl and (Janiida'a 
link with the Knipwe. The poiiil In 
he made here Is ilial any cniisldcr- 
atioii of what support might bo 
given to Canada's War policy and 
her ties with the Umpire was given 
no support. On the conlr.iry any 
patjjolii: protest of lr;>,i|ly w.is met 
v.iili laiigliUr, .Moiii, or llic silmicc 
i)'.i:orried hy adults lo childish 
pralllc. 

"The conlejcnce was definitely 
Anti Brilidh, Anll-wiir and Anil 
all Ihoau principles which form Ihc 



basis of our ties with -the -British 
Empire.'' 

"The commission on National 
Unity could be better termed the 
commission on National Disunity. 
As in most of the other commis- 
sions, the discussions were directed 
against the Brilish tradition and our 
lies with the British Empire. 
Slalcmcnls maae by leaders and 
delegates in this commission pur- 
ported to prove that "the Privy 
council would always betray the 
people but the Canadian Parlia- 
ment will always be true to the 
people." This contradicted with 
many previous statements by the 
same speakers that Ihe Feder.il 
soveinmcnt imposed this war upon 
the people agaiiisl their w i.-hes and 
.so could not he trusted. Through- 
out Ihc whole period of the com- 
mission constant attacks were made 
on our war policy, our tics with 
the Empire and the commi.ssion 
finally developed Into a eulogy of 
the corporative .ilatc although very 
Utile of ihl.'s disru.s.sion appears in 
any einnmission report." 

"As delegates from the student 
body of Mt, Allison Un;\ersily we 
slrongly advise willuliiiwal frxm 
the Canadian Stiidcnl A.stcmbly and 
any other similar oiganiiiatioii spoil- 
siiniiB the subversive activity iiu- 
prossfid hy ihc C.S.A. on the coii- 
forencc al Macdonald College.

The Week In Review— Cmieerl KymphiHiiqiie. 

The most Itmniltuous, and. for some, the 
most cxcitinK evening of the cin-rent aeaKon 
onnip on TiiPsdiiy. when the cplelirntpO niiwinn 
I>i;uiist. .MoxBiuirr Minilowsky npi)pnip<l nolo- 
i>; wuh Ilu- i'l rhc siri) of l,ps Coiicerl.-! .Sym- 
phoiiiqucs de Montreal iit a program of Chopin 
and Liszt. The orchestra was under the direc- 
tion of Joait Morel, giiMl conductor for the oc- 
ca.sion. 

It was a fipid day for nrniWnvsky rnlhu.'i- 
a.sts as well n.v » drcam-progriun for an audience 
of Krench music-lovers, with the Franck sym- 
phony, the Chopin E minor piano concerto, and 
Liszt's nol-too-Tctitonic "Todcninnx". The 
Chopin concerto Mr. Brailowsky plays gor- 
Scously. perhaps a little affectedly, but always 
with his astoundiuK vcrsntillty of technique and 
tone-colouring. Scales like pearls, a pianis- 
simo that is a whisper, a wonderful control 
of legato — everything Is most subtle, and very, 
very Choplnesquc indeed. Anyone who believes, 
with von Bulow. that Chopin ought lo be played 
unemotionally and in strict tempo would have 
been disappointed— and would have deserved 
it; for inevitably there was a strong rubato in 
every bar of Mr. Brailowsky's performance. The 
beautiful, mysterious romanza-^less ornate 
than some of the concerto— came oft wonder- 
fully. 

To this observer, the "Todentanz" was the 
most entertaining thing on the program. Those 
who may have thought it rather weak tipple 
when a brilliant young woman pianist dis- 
coursed it here a few years back should have 
'oeen on hand to see Mr. Brailowsky pounce on 
iJie piano, and drive himself and the orchestra 
through the electrifying score. The audience 
reaction to this bag of tricks amounted to near 
delirium; even after Mr. Brailowsky had un- 
conventionally polished off a Chopin waltz, and 
Lisz'.'s "Gnomenreigen" al the end of the con- 
cert, the cheering went on. 

M. Morel's contribution, with the orches- 
tra, was the Franck symphony, which he piays 
unevenly; sometimes with great restraint, some- 
times eccentrically, but always with a firm 
hand on the orchestral resources. And on the 
subject of restraint, it .should Ik- .said that at- 
tempts to condition Plateau Hall for broadcast- 
ing appear to have reduced the brilliance o( 
orchestral sound as far as the flesh-and-blond 
audience is concerned. The car is a notoriously 
treach<.-i uus in^li mnent, but strings and brasses 
in particular sounded subdued and muffled on 
Tuesday evening.

With 
the exception of one slory v/hich 
1 h.nd read before, in a different 
language, by a different author, the 
brightness, freshness and originality 
of the material II contained proved 
superior to the trade-marked, sick 
and public-catering contents of the 
"nation wide" magazines. Without 
wishing lo detract from the value 
of the work of others, I think that 
thai of Miss Mary Margaret Miller, 
Miss Sybil Cohen and perhaps es' 
pecially Mr. H. M. Sncll would best 
support my conviction of this su- 
periority of THE FORGE. 

Having, by mentioning its good 
points, earned the right lo slam, I 
ought to turn the spotlight on its 
one major faull: The fact that it 
appears only once a year. It is sur- 
prising thai an institution ot Mc- 
Gill's status ihould have a literary 
magazine published once in the 
school year, while most high- 
schools have such publications ap- 
pearing at least quarterly. It was 
sad to see the Editorial in THE 
FORGE start: "Was there to be a 
third term?" Even its sole yearly 
publication was doubtful! There is 
a vital necessity for a University 
to provide the means by which ere. 
ative tendencies of its students 
may be given vent One literary 
publication a year is insufficient. 
As a matter of fact. I can't under 
stand it. Is it due to lack of good 
work? Certainly not. Is it due to 
lack of interest on the part of the 
reading public? I should hope not. 
The only remaining issue is lack of 
financial backing which I hesitate 
lo accept a.>; 1 have no diuibt that 
if that were the cn.*o. the Univer- 
sity, realizing the severity of the 
insufficiency, would have hastened 
to remedy il. For If a University's 
budget docs not provide for thr en- 
couragement of creative work, then 
wliiil diiM it pro\ ide for? 

And ir any of you people who 
know that I submitted work lo 
THE FORGE and had il rejected 
dare think Ihal I am writing this 
letter because I want to be given 
another chance . . . well, frankly, 
yon wouldn't he enlirely wrong! 

And now, RUSSET MANTLE. 1 
was one of the faw, unfortunately, 
that taw the performance. The 
Saturday night when 1 was present,

Now that real snow has come it's 
higti time to speak again about 
waxing. The following is a quota 
tion from Hermann Bautzmann's 
book "Learn to Ski". . . some forty 
yeara ago, when skiing was just 
starting to arouse the interest which 
has brought it to the supremacy 
it is holding among the winter 
.sports the method of waxing was 
a very simple one. Skiers ot those 
days knew that salt melts snow and 
that fat makes things smooth and 
gliding. Looking around for a sub- 
stance that had both of these ohnr- 
scteristics they found the "sail 
herring" with which Ihey rubbed 
the bottom of their skis. Later this 
was replaced by the rind ot antoked 
bacon," 

Fortunately this has changed 
very much and waxing became à 
science, a very difficult one to de- 
lect. Below you find a (able which 
a friend and I worked out a couple 
of years ago in America and which 
is based absolutely on experiencea 
we had. 

Below arc given first Ihe mow 

conditions, Uien temperature, fol- 
lowing by downhill and then tour- 
ing types of wax used. 

Powder; 30-22; Mcdiiim-lhin or 
Schuss wax; Medium, Half-thick, 

Powder; 22-H, Mix-lliin, or 
Schiiss wax; Mix, Hiilf-lhlck. 

Powder; Below 14; Mix very thin 
and Graphita; Mix, Thin. 

Freah Snow (clock); 30-40; Paraf- 
fin; Ski Gliss and Qraphilc Pnraf- 
fla ' H' 



Heavy Snow (clock); Over 40; 
Klister and Paraffin; Bratlle for 
Nysne and medium. 

Fresh snow (dry); 30-35; Schusa 
wax; Klister, thick. 

Frozen snow; Below S3; Skare 
and Schuss wax; Bratlle far Nysne, 
thin. 

Sugar snow If any; Klister and 
Schi»s wax; Skare, halt thick; 
Klister.

Thick, half thick, thin means how 
much to use. As a general rule 

nib wHxos with your palms on the 
skis, dried if postibit, in a warm 
room. If you are touring, before, 
you go downhill lake a piece of par- 
rafln and glide with It a couple ot 
limuH just i>li||liil.v over your skit.
